8o Coroner's Jury Decides in the
Lally Case - Coroner Beouts the
Theory of Murder.

An inquest to inquire into the death
of James Lally, whose body wag found
on the night of June 16, lying on the
Latckanwannn tracks near the Lindoen
streot bridge, wis conducted last night

in the court house by Coroner Rob-
erls,

There were no witnesses examined
eacept the dead man's brother-in=law,

who testified as to his good charactor
and as to the unlikelihood of his being
intoxicated. He seemed to attach
greil Importance to the fact that the
ee In one of the dead man's ghoes,
which were found on the top of the
will, appeared as if it had been cut,
This he thought, might Indicate that
the ghoes had been taken off by some
person who might have killed Lally
and left the shoe on the wall to throw
the police off the scent,

Coroner [toberts made & stntement to
the jury regurding the results of the
post-morten examination,  Death was
caused, he sald, hy a fractuore of the
spinal column, undoubtedly ciused by
the fall. John Ludwig, one of the Jury-
mien who hiad beon zelected by the cor-
oner, Innocently volunteered the infor-
mution that he hatl seon Tally dreink-
ing on Saturday night. June 15, and
